VIII.  THE  NEED  OF  SABBATH-SCHOOL  MISSION  WORK. 

Question.  How  many  persons  of  school-age — that  is,  between  five  and  twenty-one  years 
old — ^are  there  in  these  United  States  ? 

Answer.  In  these  United  States  there  are  of  school -age  eighteen  million  one  hundred 
and  seventeen  thousand. 

Ques.  Of  these  young  people,  how  many  are  members  of  Sabbath-schools  of  all  denomi- 
nations ? 

Ans.  Of  these  young  people,  there  are  in  the  Sabbath-schools  of  all  denominations 
seven  million  six  hundred  thousand. 

Ques.  How  many  young  persons  are  there,  then,  in  the  United  States  not  members  of 
any  Sabbath-school  ? 

Ans.  There  are  in  our  country  more  than  ten  million  five  hundred  thousand  not 
members  of  any  Sabbath-school. 

Ques.  What  is  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  vast  majority  of  these  ten  million  five 
hundred  thousand  young  people? 

Ans.  These  ten  million  five  hundred  thousand  young  people  are  almost  entirely  without 
instruction  in  God's  word  or  in  Christ's  gospel. 

Ques.  In  what  parts  of  the  land  are  these  ten  million  five  hundred  thousand  found  ? 

Ans.  These  ten  million  five  hundred  thousand  young  people  are  found  scattered  in  all 
parts  of  this  great  land,  especially  in  our  greatest  States,  and  in  the  South,  and  on  the 
Western  prairies.

X.  OUR  DUTY  AS  TO  SABBATH-SCHOOL  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

Question.  What  did  Jesus  say  of  God's  will  concerning  children  ? 

Answer.  Jesus  said  of  children,  "  It  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish."    Matt,  xviii.  14. 

Ques.  What  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  ten  million  five  hundred  thousand  young 
people  of  our  land  may  not  perish  ? 

Ans.  That  these  young  persons  should  not  perish  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  believe  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for  Christ  said,  "  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life." 
John  iii.  16. 

Ques.  How  can  these  youth  be  led  to  believe  in  Jesus  Christ? 

Ans.  God  says,  "  Faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God."  These 
youth,  in  order  to  be  led  to  believe  in  Christ,  must  have  God's  word  preached  or  taught  to 
them.  Christ  said,  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  ....  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."    Matt,  xxviii.  19,  20. 

Ques.  What  did  God  command  as  to  praying  for  perishing  children  ? 

Ans.  God  through  Jeremiah  said,  "Arise,  cry  out  in  the  night:  in  the  beginning  of 
the  watches  pour  out  thine  heart  like  water  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  :  lift  up  thy  hands 
toward  him  for  the  life  of  thy  young  children,  that  faint  for  hunger  in  the  top  of  every 
street."    Jer.  ii.  19. 

Ques.  What  should  every  Sabbath-school  do  for  neglected  youth  ? 

Ans.  Every  Sabbath-school  should  labor  to  gather  into  itself,  or  into  some  school,  the 
neglected  youth. 

Ques.  How  can  each  school  do  this  ? 

Ans.  Every  Sabbath-school  can  care  for  the  neglected  youth  in  its  own  field,  and  give 
money  to  support  a  Sabbath-school  missionary  in  the  field  beyond  to  gather  them  in  and 
to  tell  them  of  Jesus.

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XII.  RESULTS  OF  SABBATH-SCHOOL  MISSION  WORK  OF  THE 
PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

Question.  How  many  Sabbath -school  missionaries  had  our  Board  in  the  field  last  year? 

Answer.  Last  year  our  Board  had  in  the  field  forty  permanent  and  fifty-six  temporary 
Sabbath-school  missionaries. 

Ques.  In  how  many  States  and  Territories  did  these  Sabbath-school  missionaries  labor 
last  year  ? 

Ans.  These  missionaries  last  year  labored  in  twenty-three  States  and  Territories. 

Ques.  How  many  Sabbath-schools  did  these  missionaries  organize  last  year  ? 

Ans.  These  missionaries  last  year  directly  organized  eight  hundred  Sabbath-schools ; 
this  department  has  organized  indirectly  one  hundred  and  ten  Sabbath-schools ;  total,  nine 
hundred  and  ten. 

Ques.  How  many  persons  were  gathered  by  these  missionaries  last  year  into  these 
Sabbath- schools  ? 

Ans.  Last  year  there  were  gathered  into  Sabbath-schools  by  these  missionaries  thirty- 
one  thousand  five  hundred  young  persons. 

Ques.  What  is  now  needed  by  the  Sabbath-school  missionary  department  of  our  Board? 

Ans.  This  Sabbath-school  missionary  department  needs,  first,  the  prayers  of  all  Chris- 
tians, and,  secondly,  generous  gifts  of  money  by  which  to  support  more  Sabbath-school 
missionaries. 

Ques.  What  is  God  in  his  providence  saying  to  us  ? 

Ans.  God  in  his  providence  is  loudly  saying  to  us,  "  There  remaineth  yet  very  much 
land  to  be  possessed."  Josh.  xiii.  1.  "  Let  us  go  up  at  once  and  possess  it."  Num.  xiii. 
30.    "Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give."    Matt.  x.  8.
